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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants suggest that step 606 does not teach 
transmitting "from the first site to the terminal via the network" (page 7, 1 ) and that the list does not contain information for authenticating 
the certificate of the second site. 

The first argument is not persusive because the merchant server sends a page containing information to the terminal (see step 606), using 
the Internet (figure 16, reference number 202). It further appears that the Applicants feel that this is not a certificate (reply, page 8, fl1). 
However, as the Applicants have not explicitly defined "certificate" in their specification, the Examiner has taken it at its plain meaning - see 
MPEP §2111.01. 

Finally, the Applicants feel that the information does not contain information for authenticating the certificate of the second site. The 
Examiner asserts that without the information contained in step 606, the client would not know how to access the second site - as such, it 
contains information necessary for authenticating the certificate of the second site. If one does not know how to access a site, then one 
cannot authenticate information from that site (because one doesn't know how to find the site). 
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
